have to go through this to put 
myself to a strong test,” said 
Joe. “It was a tough city, but it 
was great because it taught me 
how to get over my fears.” 
During his time in New York,

Working on their own, they 
didn't have to follow any 
rules, and could touch on any 
area of theatre they desired.

ratio, females are more numerous. The 
171 new traditional students are approximate- 
ly 71percent female. 
One is freshman Liz Overman, a nursing 
major. 
“There definitely is a noticeable change from 
-high school, but it's easier to relate to every- 
one,” Overman said, “I feel more comfortable 
contributing in class.”

“I came from an all-guys high school so this 
is definitely a new atmosphere...but I like it,”

Clarke has it, the nation has it; a trend. Seats 
in college classrooms nation-wide are filled 
with more females than males. 

This year 57 percent of college graduates: 
were women (U.S. Census Bureau). Women 
“have outnumbered men on college campuses 
since 1979, and on graduate school campuses 
since 1984 (U.S. Dept of Education). In 2000 
there were 814,000 more women enrolled in 
college than men. 

College programs are highly segregated, . 
with women earning between 75 and 90 per- 
cent of the degrees in education, nursing, 
home economics, library science, psychology, 
and social work.

Various websites have been called upon to’

limit of 8 % hours for participants and

Washington—A 15-year-old boy suf- 
fered serious burns when he set him- 
self on fire trying to re-enact a stunt 
from MTV's controversial show 
“Jackass.”

Carnival” brings such clas- 
sics, as “The Secret Life of 
Walter Mitty” and “The 
Night the Bed Fell,” to the 
stage. The play is performed 
in a style reminiscent of a 
musical revue, with 12 
quick, independent scenes. 

“T think James Thurber was 
a good man.” said cast mem- 
ber Matt Franta. “This show 
has an eclectic philosophy 
reflecting how Thurber 
viewed life and society.” 

Written in 1930, the play 
illustrates James Thurber's 
crazy commentaries on rela- 
tionships between the gen- 
ders in absurd situations. 

The play is composed of
